long the Question of granting belligerent 
Tights to the Cuban maul-Rente was ar- 
gued in the House, but aa yesterday, the 
minority hurled itself against a atone 
wall.

tion designed to overrule the decision of 
the speaker and direct the committee on 
foreign affaire to report without further 
delay tbe Cuban reeolatio/i paieed by 
the eenate at the last session, the Re- 
publicans stood Holid and voted to aua- 
tam the chair. 


The galleries, ag on yesterday, wen.1 


banked to the doora, and there was con- 
eiderable excitement throughout the 
early part of the eesaiou, when the 
members of the minority were success- 
fully pressing their viowa Ijaariug upon 
the Cuban quoatiun for the purpose o( 
etnbtirrueBiiiK the mHJority.

Jeere). Mr. Wilaon. Democrat of South 
Carolina, preoented tbe Cuban question 
in etill a new form, in a hope to engraft 
it on the hill. It provided for a change 
In the salary of the United 8Ut*s 
consul general at Havana, pending the 
continuance of the present war.

Wilson declared that it would bo a blot 
on the name of the house of representa- 
tivea if it prevented a vote on the ques- 
tion uf war iu Cuba; a blot comparable 
only to that of the lav written in blood 
and (lame; written BO high that it could 
not be read. 


During the debate Chairman Hitt of 


the foreign affairs committee made an 
impressive speech of leas than in hour, 
explaining at length the situation which 
made action by congress inadvisable, lie 
spoke with impassioned words of the 
President's sympathy with the struggle 
for Cuban 
independence 
and 
the 


achievements of the present administra- 
tions. 


The release of American prisoners in 


Cubit, the recall nf Wayler. the nbun. 
don men t of the policy of concentration 
and the autonomy scheme he attributed 
to the lirm attitude of the President,and 
contrasted these results with the in* 
action of the last administration, 
lie 


averred that belligerent rights could not 
aid tho insurgents, and perhaps the 
most dramatic portion of hia speech was 
when he declared that the insurgents 
only wished for belligerent rights in the 
hope and belief that this country wonld 
be embroiled in H war with Spain which 
would give them their fnedom with our 
triumph, lie asserted that the Presi- 
dent must assume the responsibility of 
any action which might eventuate in 
war, and appealed to both eidea of the 
chamber to patriotically support the ex- 
ecutive if a crisis shall come. 


He thought it unwise for the United 


States at thie time to recognize the 
belligerency of the inenrgente, and Hitt 
admonished the members that a na- 
tional action mast he vindicated before 
tho world, and that we muat prove in 
what wo do that we are actuated by no 
vulgar greed to rob a. neighbor or to 
seize the property of others. 


A declaration of belligerency, ha ex- 


plained, would ullow Spain's war ehipa 
to hunt our vessels on the high seas. 


Mr. Hitt spoko of the Spanish author- 


ity in Havana as tottering between 
armed forces without and tiimultotis 
riot 
within, but impressive 
words 


warned tho members that tlio vast re- 
sponsibility of action, with the mo- 
mentous consequences that might en- 
Biie, reated on the ohouldera of the 
ex- 


ecutive, not on the members of congress 
who, micht bo making speeches lor pub- 
lic approval. 
"Let us remember," said he, thai 


wo have a faithful pilot at the helm and 
if th'e ship of elate is near the rapids, 
we should bo patient and ready to sup- 
port him if he takes the step which the 
honor find iutereatB of our country may 
demand." 
He referred to General Lee ae an olh- 


cor of ability and experience who could 
ba rolled on to jealously guard our in- 
terests at Havana, and concluded wit! 
an eloquent appeal to the members o 
the house, though they might hav« had 
differences, to drown all other voices 
aa they did in the Venezuelan crisis 
and stand by the President and the 
country. 


While he could not prophesy aa to the 


future he assured the house that thr 
President would not disappoint the ex 
pectationa of hia countrymen. 


Mr. Dinemore of Arkansas, tbe lead 


ing minority member of the committee 
on foreign affairn, replied to Mr. Hit 
and Muara. Adams, Berry and Whwle 


also addressed the bouee during the 
;«nerat debate. 
The debate will close tomorrow at 4 
'clock under tbe arrangement made to- 
lay and a final test will be made on a 
.notion, of which Mr. Williams, Demo- 
crat of MiBB.EBtppi, gave notice today, to 
recommit the bill with instructions to 
report back the Cuban resolution aa a 
rider.

Coroner G. L. Long received word 


yesterday from Firebuugh that a man 
iad been found dead near that place, 
and tha iadicationa were that he was 
murdered. 


The coroner immediately notified Dis- 


irict Attorney Snow in regard to the 
case and in company with Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Williams be left on tbe 
0:15 freight for Firebaugh where he 
leld an inquest last night. J, W. Gear- 
jart, court stenographer, left on tbe 
11:40 train in order to be present at the 
nvestigation and take the testimony. 


Thu name of tho deud man was not 


ascertained until the Coroner arrived at 
ETirebnugh, and the hurried investiga- 
tions last night strengthened tbe im> 
jreasiou that he had died 
from foul 


means. 


It was learned that tho dead man was 


uarnod 0. W. RuGBell and that hia home 
was near Kingsburg. He was a hunter, 
and last Tuueday left Firebaugh at 5 p. 
in. m company with a negro, whose 
[mum is not known. The people in the 
West Side villnge noticed the negro be* 
eauao of his peculiar appearance, as he 
had long hair and was ti rough-looking 
fellow. 


On Wednesday Riinaell'n body was 


found, eix niiloa north of Firebau^h, in 
a ditch. Tim hrnietw on hia head and 
body and the general indications pointed 
to murder, 


Tho negro was missing and no one ob- 


served the murdered man and his com- 
panion after they left Firebaugh on 
Tuesday. It is believed that the nu^ro 
had a disagreement with Kuseell and 
killed him «nd then placed the body in 
the ditch in order to give the appear 
auce of accidental .death by drowning. 


The Fresno officers received a meBflage 


laat night to be on the lookout for the 
negro, ae it la believed he came across 
the country thio way. The ofllcers were 
not furnished with the negro'a name, 
but were instructed to watch for a col- 
ored man with long hair, and wearing 
overalls.
